Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Haughey discussed the features of claim 18 as amended and 
how it was distinguished from the the prior art of record. The phrase "projection optical system" is defined in the prior 
art as the optical path between the reticle and the wafer. This limitation reads around the primary reference Magome 
et al. The secondary reference discusses different pressures in the "projection optical system" but not different gases. 
The motivation to keep one gas apart from another is discussed in Magome et al. The examiner contends that this 
motivation teaches the method of the instant invention, but admits that it does not specifically teach keeping Helium 
and Nitrogen apart. The examiner will consider both of these arguments when the amendment (which is currently filed) 
is processd.. 
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
